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oreword 


The capacity for change is a characteristic of the 
Annuals of the San Francisco Art Association, 
exhibitions which have long been important 
events in the life of the Museum. This factor is 
expressed not only in the changing character of 
the works shown, as from year to year artists 
seek new directions and explore new creative 
possibilities, but also at times in alterations in 
the structure of the exhibitions themselves. 


This year it has been the decision of the Artists’ 
Council, after discussion with the curatorial staff 
of the Museum, to transfer sculpture from the 
painting annual to a new relationship with prints 
and drawings. By this action, and by limiting 
each artist to a single entry, the physical prob- 
lems of the Museum, caused by the increasing 
size and number of submissions, have to an 
extent been eased. A more important result is 
that a fresh and provocative relationship of vis- 
ual forms is created in the galleries. 


What happens when sculpture and the graphic 
forms of prints and drawings are shown to- 
gether? The present exhibition will help to de- 
termine the benefits of this relationship. It is 
interesting to note here the development in re- 
cent years of an increasingly graphic character 
in sculpture. The traditional concern of the sculp- 
tor has been plastic. He has dealt with heavy and 
solid masses, organized in space. And certainly 
this preoccupation continues, and is expressed 
in vital ways. But the open structure of many 
new sculptural forms can only be described as 
graphic, a kind of drawing in actual space. There 
are works, articulated now in thin forms of metal, 
which seem to be a kind of three-dimensional 
calligraphy. Drawing and the print forms, on the 
other hand, have followed their own line of evo- 
lution, seeking greater scope and a fuller devel- 
opment of plastic and textural values. 


In any event, to see works of art in new juxta- 
positions is valuable. Qualities in sculpture un- 
noticed before may stand out in relationship to 
graphic works, while drawing and prints may be 
seen in a new light when studied in conjunction 
with three-dimensional material. It seems certain 
that the relationship of media presented in the 
exhibition will suggest new points of view to the 
gallery visitor. 


The Museum is grateful to all the artists who, by 
submitting their work to the decision of the jury, 
have made this exhibition possible. The difficult 


task of selection was undertaken by Miss Dorothy 
C. Miller, Curator of the Collections of the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, who gave unstintingly of her 
expert knowledge and discriminating judgment 
to choose for the exhibition 153 drawings and 
prints and 76 works of sculpture from the 759 
works submitted. We are deeply indebted to her 
for giving the exhibition its final form.
